Downtown Salt Lake City is 
a vortex of entertainment, 
with hundreds of upscale 
and unique restaurants, a 
spectrum of bars and clubs, 
symphony, opera, NBA 
games and more. Downtown 
has embraced the urban 
living movement, providing 
light-rail transportation, lofts, 
shopping—both high-end 
and offbeat—and hotels that 
range from swank to cozy.

45-minute drive south of 
Golden Spike National Monu¬ 
ment, about 32 miles west of 
Brigham City, (spiraljetty.org) a 
1,500-foot basalt rock sculp¬ 
ture unwinding into the Lake at 
Rozel Point. West of the Jetty, 
visit Nancy Holt's Sun Tunnels 
(about 200 miles northwest of 
Salt Lake City, near the ghost 
town of Lucin), an installa¬ 
tion of concrete culverts that 
track the winter and summer 
solstice. The works are remote, 
so check the weather before 


making either trip. Check 
conditions at the Great Salt 
Lake Institute (westminstercoLLege. 
edu/great_satt_lakejnstitute).

Temple Square is both the 
geographic center of Salt Lake City and the heart of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

On July 24,1847, after being driven well beyond the U.S. 
boundaries for their religious beliefs, the Mormons 
arrived in what is now known as the Salt Lake Valley.

U pon the arrival of the Latter-day Saints 
in Utah, Church President Brigham 
Young declared, "This is the place," and 
within four days had chosen the 
site for the Salt Lake Temple and 
designed the city's grid layout. 

The pioneers called their new 
state Deseret and petitioned for 
its national recognition in 1849. 

The United States Congress 
instead established the Utah 
Territory. Early Salt Lake popu¬ 
lation swelled with an influx of 
religious converts, making it one 
of the most populous cities in 
the American Old West. 

Polygamy made relations be¬ 
tween the Utah Territory and the 
U.S. government tense for much 
of the mid-to-late 1800s. Finally, 
in 1890 the church issued "The 
Manifesto," ordering members 
to obey the government's 
marriage laws. Utah achieved 
statehood six years later. 

Temple Sguare is beautifully 
landscaped and is the No. 1 
tourist attraction in Utah. Three 
of the buildings on the sguare 
were built by the pioneers: the magnificent 
six-spired granite Salt Lake Temple (which 
took 40years to complete); the domed Tab¬ 
ernacle, home of the Mormon Tabernacle 
Choir and Tabernacle organ; and the As¬ 
sembly Hall with its white spires and stained 
glass windows. Two visitors centers offer art 
galleries, interactive exhibits and an 11-foot 
replica of Thorvaldsen's Christus. Private 
tours of the sguare are offered in more than 
40 languages. 

The Family History Library (35 N. West 
Temple, 801-240-2584, familysearch.org) is the 
largest repository of genealogical records in 
the world, and is free to the public. North of 
Temple Sguare is the 21,000-seat Conference 
Center with a waterfall on the south facade 
and a four-acre garden on the roof (50 W. 
North Temple, 801-240-0075, templesquare.com).

What's all t/>e...siNGiNG about? it's a 
great season for musical performances on Temple 
Square. The world-famous Mormon Tabernacle Choir 
presents its annual concert celebrating Christmas.

YOUR 

Family Tree 


The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is serious 
about preserving its genealogy records. All Family History 
Library record originals are kept at the Granite Records 
Vault in the mountains near the mouth of Little Cottonwood 
Canyon, but the digital information is available to everyone. 
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In 1894, the Mormons 
started gathering genealogi¬ 
cal records to help members 
trace their family histories. 
Casual genealogists will want 
to use the Family Search 
Center in the Joseph Smith 
Memorial Building (15 E. South 
Temple, 801-240-4085, family- 
search.org) where they can get 
one-on-one help from family 
history experts. It's free, has a 
relaxed atmosphere and offers 



hands-on activities for kids and 
teens. (Have their photos taken 
in front of a backdrop of the 
wharf at Ellis Island with the 
Statue of Liberty in the harbor.) 

This smaller, Less- 
exhaustive center is home 
to 100 specially-designed 
terminals that allow visitors 
to perform basic searches 
for family members and dip 
a toe into the deep waters of 
genealogical research. 

It helps if you arrive with as 
much information as you can 
find about your ancestors. The 
records you'll search are all 
before 1930 because of privacy 
restrictions. Ask for a Library 
worksheet. And bring a big 
flash drive to save your family 
history info. 

More than 4,500 Family 
History Centers—branches of 
the Family History Library— 
operate around the world, 
making tracing your ancestry 
near your hometown easy. 



The Lion House 

LION HOUSE PANTRY fare is 
connect pass satisfyingly homespun and 
uncomplicated. Favorites include the 
turkey pot pie, Coca-Cola pork Loin, and 
the famous rolls. Sit in the Victorian 
dining room or outside on the patio. It's 
not the food that makes the Lion House 
so interesting—it’s the building's past. 
Brigham Young, who Led the Mormon 
pioneers across the Great Plains to Utah 
and founded Salt Lake City, lived in both 
the Lion House and Beehive House next 
door with 27 wives and 56 children. 
Young commissioned architect Truman 
0. AngeLL, his brother-in-law, to design 
both houses. Young died in the Lion 
House in 1877. It's been a designated 
National Historic Landmark since 
1964 .63 E. South Temple , 801-539-3257,

For the Experts 


For serious genealogists, the church's Family 
History Library (35 N. West Temple, 801-240-2584, 
familysearch.org) is the Largest of its kind in the 
world. In other words, if you've come to Salt 
Lake to find out where your great-great-great- 
great-grandmother was born,you've come to 
the right place. 

Use of the Family History Library is not 
limited to Latter-day Saints church members. 
Anyone can enter the library and use any of 
the resources to trace their family tree, free of 
charge. More than 300 computers are available 
for use in the five-floor, 145,000-square-foot 
library. Resources here include vital records like 
birth and death certificates, marriage licenses, 


census returns, property, probate and cemetery 
records, among many others. The only catch is 
that the Family History Library's collection focus¬ 
es on persons who lived before 1930—meaning 
you need to have at least immediate information 
about your family. And bring a big flash drive to 
save your family history info. 

The Family History Library is open Mondays 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Tuesday to Friday 8 a.m. to 
9 p.m. and Saturdays from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Hours 
may change during holidays. For a full schedule, 
visit familysearch.org. You can't check out books, 
but you can make copies. The Library doesn't have 
its own parking Lot, but you can park at nearby 
garages or pay for on-street parking (parhingslc.com).

thought musty chaLets, grim LocaLs, 
pLaid shirts and wood paneLing 
were anything other than unpLeas- 
antLy ironic. 

FIRST, LET'S TALK FOOD. 

Ski towns are foLksy affairs where you 
can finaLLy don that goofy IceLandic 
sweater and enjoy a soggy piLe of na- 
chos, a wiLted iceberg Lettuce saLad, 
an overdone steak and,yay! moLten 
Lava cake. In Ski City, we hop on our 
phones and hungrily sift through 
restaurant reviews and Listings on 
the way down LittLe Cottonwood 
Canyon.

Salt 
Lake boasts a resident symphony, 
opera, and ballet company, muse¬ 
ums and galleries that dwarf any ski 
town's Norman Rockwell prints on 
the wall at the visitors' center. Both 
the symphony and opera perform 


throughout the winter season and 
the world-renowned Mormon Taber¬ 
nacle Choir performs every Sunday 
morning at iconic Temple Square. 

AND FINALLY, DRINKS. 

Salt Lake's night life is bumping. Re- 
visons of Utah's Liquor laws over the 
last decade have created a boister¬ 
ous urban playground for a convivial 
end to your evening. From secluded 
wine bars Like BTG, where you can 
enjoy an adventurous wine list, to 
the thumping five-story nightclub 
The Hotel, Salt Lake's urban center 
sets the stage for a winter-time bar 
crawl where you can enjoy beer 
(Beer Bar), whiskey (Whiskey Street) 
or hand-crafted cocktails (BarX or 
Copper Common).

THE GRANDDADDY OF UTAH 
SKI RESORTS BOASTS ALTA-TUDE 


THERE ARE SKI LOCKERS at Alta that can be 
rented for the season. The waiting list for these 
lockers is 50years long and getting one is Like 
pulling a rafting permit through the Grand 
Canyon. Utah has a lot of hardcore skiers. And 
at Alta, if you have a locker, you are the hardest 
of the hardest core. You have what the breed 
likes to call ''Alta-tude.'' 

Alta-tude is the manifestation of a compli¬ 
cated pleasure-pain principle. The resort is 
one of America's oldest and is home to some of 
Salt Lake's most spectacular terrain, much of 
which cannot be accessed by a lift. And the lift- 
accessed stuff is steep, challenging terrain. Alta 
will push the beginning skier, but the payoff is 
worth it. For Salt Lakers who learned to turn at 
Alta, the saying goes "Ifyou can ski here,you 
can ski anywhere." 

But don't get turned off. Alta skiers are a 
welcoming bunch (to everyone but snowboard- 
ers—it's skiers only at Alta) eager to share their 


arcane knowledge of hidden powder stashes, 
down-mountain strategies and the history and 
lore of this classic American resort. 

There are precious few places in the world 
like Alta. The resort and its small town at the 
base grew organically around a shared love of 
thrills on snow (which it has aplenty). Despite 
welcome upgrades to higher-speed lifts and 
digital lift passes, Alta remains proudly rooted 
in its past, an icon of a time when skiing was 
Less of a business and more of a way of life. Its 
soul is from a different era: of wooden skis and 
the daredevil explorers in soggy woolen gear 
who practically invented the sport. 

All four of Salt Lake's resorts have their 
devotees, fanatics and worshippers. But Alta 
breeds Alta-tude. Watch for its practitioners 
as you head up Little Cottonwood Canyon. 
Seek the lone Alta symbol in the center back 
window of the car in front of you and ye shall 
find them.

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THE REST OF THE STORY 

If you were to trace Utah skiing back to its roots, 
Long before the 2002 Olympic Winter Games 
put Utah on the world map,you'd Likely end up 
at Alta. "Old school" is how the faithful lovingly 
describe this Little Cottonwood Canyon resort. 
But along with maintaining policies in place 
since its 1938 opening, including skiing only, 
Alta's been busy over the Last several years 
guietly making improvements. 

In 2013, Alta's exciting addition and effort 
to sustainable development came with the 
completion of its first LEED Silver building. The 
"Buckhorn" is the first and only LEED ski area 
building in Utah; the primary purpose of this 
construction was to include an outstanding Lift 
Maintenance Shop and improved skier services 
area. As a member of the Climate Challenge, 
Alta recognized early on the importance of 
continuing with its environmental commitment 
to reduce its carbon footprint, so high energy 
efficiency became an additional reguirement 
for this project. Overall this building is the 
most energy efficient building out of all of Alta's 
structures and has shown on average about a 
10% decrease in energy use. 

Summer is always a busy time for Alta's 
mountain crews. For example, mountain 
grooming on Alta's well-known Corkscrew run 
makes it possible for intermediates to have a 
wide-open descent from the top of Collins down 
to Alta's Wildcat Base—as well as give more 
expert skiers a chance to ski Alf's High Rustler 
top to bottom after early snow fills in the run. 

Alta still maintains its purist gestalt, keeping 
the focus on what people come from far and 
wide for—the skiing. 

THE VIBE 

Altaholics, as they fondly refer to themselves, 
know no age or gender limitations. The moun¬ 
tain is divided by glacier activity thousands of 
years ago almost egually into beginner, inter¬ 
mediate and expert terrain. The apres ski scene 
is Lively at most of Alta's Lodges, particularly at 
the Alta Peruvian, Goldminer's Daughter, Alta's 
§ Rustler Lodge and Alta Lodge. But after about 
^ 10 p.m. sleepy Alta retires for the night to rest 
te up for the next ski day. 


OR KIDS: SKIING 
FOR ALL AGES 


The fully licensed child care center, Alta 
Children's Center, which is run by Redwood 
Pre-school, Inc., cares for babies as young 
as six weeks old and offers age-appropri¬ 
ate care for children preschool to 12years 
old. The Center's Pre-Ski program, for kids 
2-3 years old, is not a ski lesson, but an 
introduction to skis and snow. For children 
4years and up, the Center works closely 
with the Alf Engen Ski School offering 
beginners Level ski instruction, altachild- 
renscenter.com, 801-742-3042 

Alta Lodge's Kids' Club is suited to kids 
ages 4 to 12, but children of all ages are 
welcome, as long as one-on-one supervi¬ 
sion is not required. Activities include ski 
school and apres-ski activities until 8:15 
p.m., including a special kids' dinner. 

The Alf Engen Ski School, also at Alta 
Lodge, offers a variety of classes and 
private lessons for children. The Children's 
Ski Adventures program is for children 
ages 4-12 of all skill levels. Two-hour 
sessions or all-day packages including 
lunch are offered along with a Mountain 
Explorers Package for better skiers in good 
physical condition ages 7-12. 


THE RUN 

Look up once as you puLL into Alta's parking lot. 
That straight, perfect fall-line run high above is 
Alf's High Rustler, dropping 1,200 vertical feet 
from top to bottom. This advanced run is ac¬ 
cessible from the top of the Collins Lift and has 
a 38- to 45-degree slope. It's named after the 
legendary Alf Engen, director of the Alf Engen 
Ski School at Alta for 40years and recognized 
as the "father of modern powder skiing."

FLYING INTO THE FUTURE 
AT THE 'BIRD 


IF SNOWBIRD’S NEIGHBOR Alta is a nostal¬ 
gic throwback, Snowbird is all about the future. A 
sprawling resort served by an impressive array of 
high-speed chairs and its iconic tram, Snowbird 
is a playground for those who like it fast, steep 
and deep. 

The experience of skiing and snowboard¬ 
ing at Snowbird is thrilling. Crowding into your 
first tram is an energetic, frenetic moment that 
recalls finding space on a New York subway 
during rush hour. The 100-capacity tram drops 
you off atop Hidden Peak at 11,000 feet above sea 
level and below is one of the most jaw-dropping 
panoramas of high-alpine wonder. To your left 
is Mineral Basin, a wide-open mix of blues and 
cliff-hucking black diamonds served by the 
Mineral Basin Express and Mount Baldy Lifts. 

To your right is the Gad Valley, topped with an 
imposing cirque that rolls out beneath the jag¬ 
ged peaks of the American Fork Twins. Behind 
you is the Peruvian Gulch, accessed from the 
base by the Peruvian Lift and, from where you 
are on Hidden Peak, by North America's only 
ski tunnel, a 600-foot hole in the mountain 


below wherein you ride a rubbery conveyer belt 
between the two sides. The Summit, Snowbird's 
newest year-round guest facility, Located atop 
Hidden Peak now offers easy access to skiers, 
snowboarders, or Aerial Tram foot passengers. 
Inside The Summit guests enjoy a heart-healthy 
menu of French-Rotisserie inspired meals, local 
Utah craft beers and amazing 360-degree views 
of the Wasatch Mountains. 

Both Alta and Snowbird have the highest 
snow base counts among Utah resorts, and their 
north-facing slopes mean that the snow stays 
around longer. Snowbird will stay open as long 
as it has snow; some years this has extended its 
season to the Fourth of July. 

Find your groove in any of Snowbird's three 
main areas. Mineral Basin has a lovely range of 
cruisers and groomers. Once you've picked your 
way down from the cirque into Gad Valley, the 
mid-Gad runs are a great mix for beginners and 
experts alike. The newly renovated Creekside 
Lodge in Gad Valley now offers new dining and 
ticketing options. The new Creekside Lodge is 
now home to Snowbird's famed Mountain School 
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for beginning skiers and snowboarders. A new 
magic carpet Located just outside the doors of 
the Lodge heLps students reach beginner terrain 
serviced by the Baby Thunder Lift. Foryour back 
to base cLoseout, Chips Run is an 7.5 miLe bLue 
run that gives you a great ride. 

White the thriLLs on-mountain wiLl fill up 
your day, the 'Bird's vibe is most apparent on 
the sunny tram deck, an energetic and conviviaL 
centraL pLaza where everyone gathers for mid¬ 
day breaks and post Last-tram boasting. LocaLs 
bring their own hot toddy components and you'LL 
see the camp stoves cooking on the deck. It's a 
cLubby atmosphere but by no means excLusive. 

THE REST OF THE STORY 

Skiers and snowboarders from around the 
worLd fLock to experience the Bird's steep 
powder sLopes, but beginner and intermedi¬ 
ates wiLL find pLenty of terrain. The AeriaL Tram, 
Snowbird's crowning jeweL, whisks skiers up 
2,900 feet in just 10 minutes to Hidden Peak the 
top of Utah's Longest verticaL rise. 

Ted Johnson and Texas oiLman Dick Bass 
opened Snowbird in December 1971 with the 
dream to create ayear-round resort for the 
"enhancement of body, mind and spirit." More 
than just a ski destination, Snowbird aLso 
provides an equaLLy impressive experience off 
the sLopes. The CLiff Lodge, Snowbird's flagship 
hotel, alone offers easy ski-out/ski-in access, a 
worLd-cLass spa, heated swimming pools, three 
restaurants and two Lounges. 

Two new Lifts have cut ride times in half to 
some of the Bird's best terrain. 


THE VIBE 

Mind-blowing bowls, chutes and glades have 
always attracted the expert skiers and riders to 
Snowbird, but the mountain scene has grown 
to become a more diverse crowd. There's a slice 
of paradise for everyone, whetheryou are the 
dedicated Local or a family vacationing at the 
resort. From steeps that never stop to family- 
friendly skiing areas, Snowbird makes it easy for 
everyone to enjoy time on the mountain. 

THE RUN 

For some of the best of the Wasatch, head to 
the top of Little Cloud Quad via the scenic 
AeriaL Tram and over to Road to Provo. This 
traverse bringsyou to a gold mine of options. 
Intermediates can follow the traverse to Mark 
Malu Fork, a blue groomer bringing you down 
to the bottom of Little CLoud with the option 
to continue to Lower parts of the mountain. 

For the more adventurous, continue to Last 
Choice and to Knucklehead Traverse. On a 
powder day, keep going across to find some 
untracked stashes. 

EAT 

Whether it's a burrito to fuel up before the 
first morning tram or a sandwich for Lunch, 
the General Gritts Deli (Snowbird Center, 
Level 1) is a Local favorite. Grab a snack or 
hearty Lunch at the on-mountain Mid-Gad 
Restaurant. And for visitors Looking to stay 
for dinner, be sure to check out The Aerie 
(The CLiff Lodge, 10th Floor), which serves 
modern-American gastropub cuisine. 


Snowbird's options for children 
start at the beginning: Camp 
Snowbird is a state-licensed 
childcare facility. Children 
from six weeks to 24 months 
of age may be cared for in the 
Nursery, where the staff-to- 
child ratio never exceeds 1 to 4. 
If you need evening babysit¬ 
ting, that can be arranged, too.

JUST 34 MILES from the Salt Lake City 
International Airport, Solitude has some¬ 
thing to offer skiers and riders of all abili¬ 
ties and features more than 1,200 acres 
of terrain, ranging from groomed runs to 
powder glades in one of North America’s 
snowiest canyons. 

Solitude is divided into two distinct areas— 
the Moonbeam and Solitude Village base ar¬ 
eas. Moonbeam services day skiers and riders 
while the village area is home to the resort's 
lodging guests. From the Moonbeam base 
you'll have easy access to the Moonbeam and 
Eagle Express chairlifts. Moonbeam Express 
serves much of Solitude's beginner terrain, 
and you'll find packs of ski schoolers playing 
follow the leader. Eagle Express chairlift runs 
above a number of solid-blue runs, some 
groomed and some left au natural, as well as 
a few expert options. 

From Solitude Village, the Apex Express 
chairlift provides easy access to the realigned 
and upgraded Summit Express chairlift, which 


takes you to the top of the mountain. Summit 
Express opens up Solitude's most daunting 
and rugged terrain, the famed Floneycomb 
Canyon. On a powder day, Floneycomb's steep 
chutes and glorious tree runs feel more like 
backcountry than in-bound resort skiing.

The DeSeelhorst family purchased Solitude in 
1977, added Utah's first high-speed, detach¬ 
able quad chairlift and upgraded the base 
areas. In 2015, Deer Valley Resort purchased 
Solitude Mountain Resort and continues to 
upgrade the resort each year. 

Solitude's quaint, European-style village 
offers a variety of hotel rooms, individual con¬ 
dominiums, townhomes and private homes. 

All homes and condominiums feature full 
kitchens, comfortable living areas, bell and 
concierge services and complimentary park¬ 
ing. Lodging guests can enjoy Club Solitude's 
heated swimming pool, hot tubs, saunas, 
family-friendly game room and more.

AND THE BRASH. 


BRIGHTON is Salt Lake's most charmingly 
scruffy ski hill. Unpretentious and friendly, its 
sprawling runs attract ayoung crowd, a large 
contingent of cocky snowboarders and has a 
well-deserved distinction of being the resort 
where most Salt Laker's learn to ride the snow 
on skis and boards. 

Why? A combination of lower lift-ticket 
prices, free skiing for kids ages 10 and under, 
an appealing mix of beginner and expert 
terrain, wide, forgiving runs, Ski City's only 
terrain park, and mellow attitude like a snow- 
z boarder with low-slung pants and bearded 
| grin who says, "check this out, bro." 

I Brighton is a family affair. Those free 
1 tickets for the youngest kids mean generations 
< of Utah natives have grown up bombing down 


Brighton's tree-lined runs. The resort offers 
its "ski in three or its free" ski school program, 
which guarantees beginners will learn to ski 
in three sessions or the classes are, yes, free. 
And after ski school is out, Mom, Dad and 
the big kids can tackle the expert terrain off 
of Clayton Peak while the little ones hone 
their skills on the greens and blues below the 
Majestic and Milly Express lifts. As another 
bonus, Brighton shares a boundary with 
Solitude and offers a pass that allows you to 
access both resorts. It's also home to Ski City's 
only night skiing with more than 200 acres of 
lighted runs to extend your day on mountain. 

Brighton's laid back vibe is most evident 
in its base area, which is a no-frills mix of a

Because, after all, you came 
here to ski, board and have fun, why make it 
complicated? 

THE REST OF THE STORY 

What's probably most impressive about Brigh¬ 
ton is what it's not. The base area is more 
about function than aesthetics, and don't ex¬ 
pect someone to take your skis or snowboard 
off your car here. You won't see a lot of ads 
touting Utah's oldest resort either. This is all 
by design. Brighton's focus is on snow, terrain 
and value. 

The upside of Brighton's no-frills operation 
is its no-nonsense access to the goods. One 
hundred percent of the mountain can be 
accessed by a high-speed guad. It's one of the 
few mountains in the country where friends 
and families can ride together on the same lift 
and then peel off onto different trails—begin¬ 
ner, intermediate or expert—and all meet at 
the bottom to ride the Lift together again. Most 
skiers and riders stick to Brighton's expertly- 
groomed trails, butyou'LL also find plenty of 
trees, chutes, cliffs and natural terrain parks 
all within bounds for those who Like to white- 
knuckle it a bit. 

Night skiing is another advantage of 
visiting Brighton. More than 200 acres, three 
lifts and the main mountain terrain park are 
open six nights a week from early December 
through March. And if you ask anyone in Salt 
Lake where the best place to learn to snow¬ 
board is, chances are they'LL say Brighton. 

The Brighton Ski & Snowboard School has 
been teaching people to ride for 20 years. The 
school is also a Burton Learn to Ride Center, 
and they use specially designed snowboards 
and bindings which make Learning easier. 

THE VIBE 

Everyone at Brighton is there because of 
the snow and terrain—you won't find fancy 
champagne or Zumba classes, but you will

On the far north side of the resort you'll 
find the Millicent (aka Milly) and Evergreen 
lifts, both accessing several fun runs which 
resemble one big natural terrain park. Beware 
of the Killer Run in the area, though, located 
right under the Milly Lift as it approaches the 
top. Killer is a 20- to 45-foot drop off a sheer 
cliff. 

EAT 

Like the rest of the mountain, dining at Brigh¬ 
ton is frills-free. Hearty breakfasts come stan¬ 
dard at the base area's Alpine Rose cafeteria. 
Get your apres ski fix at Molly Green's, where 
the pizza is hot and the beer is ice cold.

YES, THE POWDER is unparalleled, but it's 
apres-ski that the "city 1 part of Salt Lake's 
nickname Ski City really kicks in. Instead of your 
evenings and off-mountain time being confined 
to a small town or a single resort's offerings, a 
full urban array of pleasures and pastimes is just 
a short drive away at the foot of the mountains. 

LITTLE COTTONWOOD CANYON 

The traditionalists who ski at legendary Alta 
have an equally long-time preference for a 
post-powder fireside beer or margarita at 


Alta Lodge's Sitzmark Club (800-707-2582, 
attatodge.com). It's in the old part of the Lodge, 
which dates back to 1939. Shallow Shaft 
Restaurant (10199 E. Hwy. 210, Atta, 801-742- 
2177, shattowshaft.com) just down the street, 
is also a favorite of the low-key crowd which 
values authenticity above all. The stairs are ski 
boot-friendly, the wine list is top-notch and so 
is the food. 

Down the hill in the same canyon, restaurants 
at renowned Snowbird Ski & Summer Resort 
tend to have a little more polish—especially the

dishes like brick chicken and boeuf bourgui- 
gnon. For terrific pastry, coffee and gelato, stop 
in Three Cups (4670 S. 2300 East, Holladay, 
385-237-3091,3cups.coffee.) 

The grand dame of Salt Lake fine dining, 

La Caille, offers country-French style and a 
fresh, modern menu in a chateau on 20 acres 
of vineyards and gardens. (9565 Wasatch Blvd, 
Sandy, 801-942-1715, lacaille.com). For some 
white-tablecloth Italian fare in a farmhouse to 
match, try Tuscany (2832 E. 6200 South, SLC , 
801-277-9919, tuscanyslc.com), one of the old¬ 
est Italian restaurants in the valley. 

Porcupine Pub and Grille (3698 E. Fort 
Union Blvd, SLC, 801-942-5555, porcupinepub. 
com) is a favorite after ski spot with the sudsy 
set—beer (24 on tap) and burgers are the order 
of the day, although many people swear by the 
Porcupine's pizza. For purely pilsner fans, make 
your way to Bohemian Brewery (94 E. 7200 
South, Midvale, 801-566-5474, bohemianbrew- 
ery.com) and beer-friendly daily Czech specials 
to fuel another downhill day. 

Remember, this is Ski City-downtown is 
barely a half hour from the canyons and home 
to dozens of great restaurants, leading Wine 
Enthusiast to call it "one of America's top five 
new food cities." Go to shicity.com for more 
information about Salt Lake City restaurants. 


beautiful flagship Aerie at the top of Cliff Lodge. 
The Western-style Steak Pit serves up prime 
beef and seafood and ElChanate offers classic 
but chic Mexican food (9385 S. Snowbird Center, 
Snowbird, 801-933-2160, snowbird.com). 


BIG COTTONWOOD CANYON 

Solitude Mountain Resort, up Big Cottonwood 
Canyon, also boasts a number of restaurants 
on-site (12000 Big Cottonwood Canyon Rd, 
Solitude, 801-535-4120, shisolitude.com) where 
cozy firelit elegance is the perfect place to sip a 
selection from a Wine Spectator award-winning 
wine list.
